H. A grant contract with Cedars Youth Services, Inc. for funding for the Teaching and 
Learning with Children (TLC) Housing, in the amount of $85,000 and the Youth 
Emergency Shelter Services (Freeway Station), in the amount of $190,000.  Total 
amount of the grant will be $275,000.  Term of the contract is July 1, 2004 to June

the Low Income Transportation pilot project, in the amount of $2,000.  Term of the 
contract is September 1, 2004 to March 31, 2005.

L. A grant contract with the Clyde Malone Community Center to assist in providing 
funding for the Drug Education for Youth (D.E.F.Y.) Project, an intensive year long 
program offered in conjunction with the National Guard that targets youth ages 9-12 
years of age, in the amount of $25,000.  Term of the contract is September 1, 2004 to
August 31, 2005.  (C-04-0487)

M. A contract with Sprague Roofing Company, in the amount of $61,400, to remove the 
existing roof and install a new roof at Midtown Center, located at 2966 “O” Street, 
Lincoln, Nebraska.  The contract will begin upon notice to proceed by Lancaster 
County and will be completed 90 days after the notice to proceed.  (C-04-0486)

compensate the County for the operator’s hourly salary and benefits.  The agreement 
allows Hallam to be reimbursed for such expenses by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA).

O. Change order supplemental agreement number one with Don McKinney, Inc. for 
Project 05-02, Repair of the Hallam Patrol Station.  The original contract was approved
on September 7, 2004.  The change order will increase the contract amount by an 
additional $1,373.  (C-04-0489)

P. An engineering agreement with Speece-Lewis Engineers for hydraulic analysis, 
roadway design, bridge design and plan preparation for the construction of a bridge 
and associated road improvements on Panama Road at its intersection with an 
unnamed tributary of the Hickman Branch of Salt Creek.  The work will be completed 
by February 25,  2005.  The County will pay $11,700 for the services.  (C-04-0491)

Q. A network provider contract with the Regional Behavioral Health authority (Region V) 
for the provision of certain mental health, alcoholism, substance abuse and related 
behavioral mental health services at the Community Mental Health Center.  Term of 
the agreement is from July 1, 2004 to June 30, 2005.  The County will be reimbursed 
up to $4,313,859 for the services.  (C-04-00493)

R. An amendment to a cooperative agreement with the State of Nebraska, Department of
Health and Human Services for the Intensive Care Coordination Unit (ICCU).  The 
amendment extends the agreement through January 31, 2005, increases the number 
of State wards the County will serve, and increases the number of Care Coordinators 
the County will employ.
